'Dead' son olive 


HOUSTON. Ten (AP) — Wh*sn they 


told Mildred A. Ridgeway more than 
four yean ago that her son had been 
killed in fighting in South Vietnam she 
dkt't believe it 


"It was faith in God," she said. "I 


always had a feeling my boy would turn 
up." 


He did. 
Mrs. Ridgeway, a nurse's aide, 


received word over the weekend that 
her son, Marine Pfc. Ronald L. 
Ridgeway, now 23, is listed among the 
U.S. servicemen identified by North 
Vietnam as prisoners of war. The North 
Vietnamese said Ridgeway was cap- 
tured Feb. 25, 1968, near an outpost at 
KheSanh. 


Mrs. Ridgeway was told by a Houston 


Marine Corps representative at 1:15 
a,m. Sunday that her son was alive. 


"After he identified himself. I broke 


in," she said in an interview Tuesday. "It 
ic about my sop. isn't it? He's alive, isn't 
he? I told him just what he was going to 
teM me and all he did was answer yes, 
ye»." 


Her son will be coming to Camp 


Pendleton, Calif., and Mrs. Ridgeway 
says she plans to be there to meet him. 


Four years ago the Marines brought 


back nine bodies from South Vietnam — 
nine men they thought were killed in an 
ambush They were all buried together 
in the Veteran's Administration Cemet- 
ery in SL Louis. 


There is also a headstone in Ronald's 


memory in the VA cemetery here, 
where Mrs. Ridgeway has often gone to 
pray for her son over the years he has 
been declared dead. 


"1 never visited the cemetery in 


memory ot his death. "I always went in 
memory of him," she said. 


"My sympathy goes to the parents of 


the boy we buried because I shed quite 
a few tears for him." 


Ronald's father, Lewis N. Ridgeway, 


said he too did not believe his son was 
dead, mainly because the youth's dog 
tags were not found among the remains 
discovered. 


Ronald joined the Marines in June 


1967 after he dropped out of school at 
age 17. He was with Company B, 1st 
Battalion, 26th Marine Regiment at the 
time he was listed as missing in action. 


Maj. Gen. Daniel "Chappie" James, a 


spokesman at the Pentagon, said 
American forces could not get to the 
ambush site where the nine bodies were 
recovered for six months, and by that 
time identification was impossible. 


The men on the patrol were identified 


largely by statements made by others on 
the patrol, he said. 


U.S. to open 
Hanoi aid talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon said today he is sending Henry 
Kissinger to Hanoi to open direct com- 
munications with the North Viet- 
namese and to discuss a postwar 
reconstruction he views as "a potential 
investment in peace." 


In his first news conference in nearly 


four months, Nixon also disclosed he

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Strong economy forecast 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon today predicted a very good year, 
perhaps a great one, for the American 
economy and called on Congress and 
the country to prepare for the end of 
wage and price controls. 


Nixon said this means supporting his 


foremost economic policy, the restraint 
of federal spending, so that big deficits 
do not turn "a healthy expansion into a 
feverish boom followed by a recession." 


In the second of the major presiden- 


tial messages to the new Congress, the 
annual Economic Report, Nixon ham- 
mered on the cost-cutting theme as 
insistently as he did in Monday's budget 
message. 


"We must develop more reliable and 


responsible attitudes and methods for 


• dealing with the federal budget," he told 
Congress, "so that it is not perpetually 
on the margin of an inflationary 
explosion. 


"We must prepare for the end of wage 


and price controls, and be willing to 
show the same courage in taking them 
off as was shown in imposing them." 


At stake, said Nixon, "is whether we 


can make 1973 the prelude to a sus- 
tained period of growth and stability in 
a free economy." 


The need to moderate a potentially 


runaway boom was stressed both by 
Nixon and, in an accompanying 300- 
page report, by his three-member 
Council of Economic Advisers. A rise of 
about 9 per cent in gross national output 
would be appropriate instead of IWZs 
1 Iper-cent rate, said the council headed 
by Dr. Herbert Stein. 


Such an increase, the council said, 


would reduce the unemployment rate to 
about 4.5percentbytheend of 1973. The 
generally accepted goal for full 
employment is to reduce joblessness to 
4 per cent; the present rate is 5.2 per 
cent. 


The advisers said they were not 


implying that 4.5 per cent was neces- 
sarily the floor to the unemployment 
rate, but went on: 


"It does imply a belief that a more 


rapid expansion of the economy within 
1973 would endanger the further 
reduction of the inflation rate that is 
desirable, and would do so despite the 
continuing price-and wagecontrols 
program." 


Nixon noted that the 1972 increase in 


national output, one of the largest in 25 
years, was achieved despite a decline in 
military spending and without rising 
prices. The cost of living went up 
s'ightly more than 3 per cent, he said, "a 
far cry from the runaway inflation rate 
of 6 per cent that confronted us in 1969." 


He set these immediate goals: "Out- 


put and incomes should expand. Both 
the unemployment rate and the rate of 
inflation should be reduced further, and

Wounded Stennis In 
very serious condition 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Sen. John C. 


Stennis, a power in the Senate's 
Southern bloc and an ardent supporter 
of a strong U.S. military, was in 'Very 
serious" condition today after being 
shot twice during a holdup in front of his 
home here. 


A spokesman at Walter Reed Army 


Medical Center said at 6 a.m., EST, 
today that chances were "guarded" that 
the 71year-old Mississippi Democrat 
would recover. Stennis is chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee. 


However, the spokesman said Stennis 


was "conscious and resting comfortab- 
ly." The next briefing on the senator's 
condition was scheduled for 4p.m., EST. 


Stennis underwent 61A hours of sur- 


gery Tuesday night and early today for 
bullet wounds in the lower rib cage—the 
most serious wound—and in the left 
thigh. 


Hospital spokesman Maj. Frank 


Garland said Stennis awoke 10 minutes 
after the operation ended at 3:20 a.m., 
EST. 


The senator's vital signs—heart rate, 


Stennis 


pulse, 
blood 
pressure 
and 


respiration —were all described as "stab- 
le." 


Asked about the length of the sur- 


gery. Maj Garland said it was ''consis- 
tent with the extent of the wounds." 


The hospital's "very serious" clas- 


sification is the most serious classifica- 
tion it has. 


Stennis was shot at 7.40 p.m Tuesday 


as he alighted from his car after re- 
turning to his home. Police were looking 
for two black teen-agers in connection 
with the shooting- 


One of the youths reported!} 


demanded money, saying "Get 'em up " 
Stennis offered no resistance, according 
to accounts, turning over his wallet and 
wnstwatch. 


"Now we're going to shoot \ ou 
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would meet sometime this spring at the 
Western White House with South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 


Nixon said that if all parties abide by 


terms of the "intricate agreement" to 
end the Vietnam fighting there is "no 
question about the fact we will have 
peace... for a very long period of time." 


The chief executive said the planned 


Indochina-wide 
reconstruction 


program could mean thai North Viet- 
nam would "turn inward toward the 
workings of peace rather than outward 
toward the workings of war." 


Nixon said Kissinger, on his Feb. 10-13 


trip to Hanoi, will meet with top leaders 
of the Communist country. He said, "it 
is vitally important we have direct 
communications" with the North Viet- 
namese. 


He said he expected Kissinger talks to 


be "extensive and frank" and volun- 
teered that his top foreign policy adviser 
will "initiate conversations" on the 
Indochina-wsde 
reconstruction 


program. 


He said he realized that some 


members of Congress are "not keen on 
helping" countries in Southeast Asia 
but that "I look upon this as a potential 
investment in peace.'" 


Nixon touched on other Vietnam- 


related issues as he fielded questions 
from newsmen in the White House 
briefing room four days after signing of 
the Vietnam agreement. The major 
points: 


—He will not grant amnesty to the 


"few hundred ... who chose to desert 


their country" to avoid service in Viet- 
nam. 'Those who desert must pay their 
price," he said, adding this price is "a 
criminal penalty for disobeying the laws 
of the United States" and "not a junket 
in the Peace Toms." 


—The President ass^'ed those who 


have criticized terms of the Vietnam 
agreement as well as those who are 
demanding amnesty. 


He said some of the "better people in 


the media and intellectual" circles had 
hammered "night after night, day af:er 
day" that this was an immoral war. And 
in defending the Vietnam settlement, 
Nixon declared: 


"We've done the best we can against 


very great obstacles and we've finallv 
achieved peace with honor I know it 
gags some of you to write that phrase.." 


—Nixon said Kissinger is not going to 


Hanoi to greet American prisoners of 
war to be released there soon and said he 
personally will not go to the West Coast 
to welcome them because the POWs 
should be allowed to return to their 
families as soon as possible. 


"We should not grandstand it . we 


should not exploit it," Nixon said. 


-^As for two U.S. fliers now held in 


China after being shot down m the mid 
1960s, Nixon said the issue had been 
discussed when he was in China and 
that he has '"every reason to believe 
these fliers will be released on the init- 
iative of the People's Republic of C hma" 
as the situation "is worked out" in 
Vietnam. The fliers were identified as 
Navy Lt. Commdr.

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Liddy, McCord 
guilty in bugging 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Two top of- 


ficials of President Nixon's re-election 
campaign were in jail today after being 
convicted of burglarizing and wiretap- 
ping Democratic party headquarters. 


A jury of eight women and two men 


took only 90 minutes— about the time 
required to elect a foreman and go over 
the eigJit-count- indictment—before 
reporting guilty verdicts Tuesday night 
against G. Gordon Liddy and James W. 
McCord Jr. 


Liddy was legal counsel for the 


Committee for the Re-election of the 
President and later for its financial arm. 
McCord. a 20-year CIA veteran, was 
security chief for the Nixon campaign at 
the time of his arrest. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Earl J. Siibert said the 


verdicts "help restore faith in our polit- 
ical system that was so badly damaged." 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica 


ordered both men jailed immediately 
without bond pending sentencing. 
Defense lawyers said they would file 
bond motions today and would appeal if 
Sirica turned them down. 


Liddy was convicted of six counts, 


including conspiracy, burglary, plant- 
ing bugs and intercepting telephone 
conversations from phones tapped in- 
side the Democratic offices in the Wat- 
ergate complex 


McCord, one of fhe men arrested at 


gunpoint inside the Watergate in the 
pre-dawn hours last June 17, was con- 
victed of the same offenses in addition 
to two of possessing electronic listening 
and wiretapping devices. 


Although sentencing awaits a 


probation officer's report. 
McCord 


could get up to 60 years in jail and a 
S60.000 fine and Liddy 50 years and a 
$40,000 fine. Howe\-er. the actual sen- 
tence is expected to be less because of 
overlapping elements in the indictment 


McCord's lawyer nexer denied that 


McCord was captured :r. the act o: 
burglar}, but he tried to persuade the 
jury that McCord \vasjustiTied because 
he was tr\ir.g to protect the Nixon 
campaign from x;oient demonstrators 


"Mr. McCord was arrested inside the 


Watergate, that's a fact." attorney, 
Gerald Alch told the jury. 'But Jirr. 
McCord is not a burglar His motivation 


and intent was not that of a burglar." 


There was a factor which made 


McCord's actions different. Alch said. 
"That chief factor was his job as 
security for the re-election committee." 


Alch said McCord had determined 


there were links between the 
Democrats and groups behind \iolent 
demonstrations. But Silfaert argued 
there was no real evidence to support 
this as a motive for wiretapping.

And Judge Sirica added in charging

Milwaukee to sue 
Nixon on cutbacks 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Mayor Henry 


Maier says the City of Milwaukee plans 
to sue the Nixon administration to 
contest budget reductions in programs 
designed to assist cities. 


"I have no quarrel with the 


President's expressed intentions to 
avoid tax increases and to hold back 
inflation. I do quarrel with his method," 
the mayor told a news conference 
Tuesday. 


Maier, former president of the U.S. 


Conference of Mayors, said he will go 
Sunday to New York to discuss Nixon's 
policies with the conference's Legislat- 
ive Action Committee. 


Maier said Nixon's domestic budget 


reductions are offsetting the benefits 
enacted by Congress last year in its 
program of sharing federal tax revenue 
with diunicipalities. 


Nixon, he said, has curtailed "every 


program that would make it possible to 
build low and moderate income housing 
in the suburbs." 


For several years, Maier has argued 


mner-city housing shortages could be 
eased if suburbs were encouraged to 
develop multipurpose living accom- 
modations. 


"I am asking our city attorney and the 


Housing Authority to begin preparation 
of a suit against the federal government 
for reneging on its contractual obligat- 
ions," Maier said. 


The suit, he said, would deal 


specifically with government commit- 
ments to the Milwaukee Housing 
Authority. 


The city attorney, James B. Brennan, 


said he is waiting specific instructions 
before beginning work on Maier's 
vhlrective.

Health and Social Services Committee 
would remove contraceptives from 
Wisconsin's list of "indecent articles" 
and allow their sale to unmarried per- 
sons, both adults and minors. 


It was authored by State Rep. Dennis 


Conta. D-Milwaukee, who said "the 
present law in Wisconsin is a silly sham, 
unreal, unenforcable and indeed unin- 
forced." 


Seventeen witnesses appeared in 


favor of Conta's proposal, and 12 
against it. 


Among groups favoring the bill were: 


The League of Women Voters: the Nat- 
ional Organization of Women; the 
Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Associat- 
ion; the Visiting Nurses Service, and the 
Wisconsin Civil Liberties Union 


Among opponents were: The Wis- 


consin Catholic Conference; the 
Kenosha-area Parent's Council, and 
Wisconsin Parents for Protection of the 
Family. 


"We are witnessing in the United 


States a rebirth of Nazi philosophy with 
government dictating who will live and 
who will die," the Rev. W.R. Duffy, a 
Catholic priest from Milwaukee, told 
the panel. 


"Have we reached the point," asked 


Laurene Conner of Marshfieid, "where 
the dispensers of money are the deter- 
miners of morality?" 


Some supporters of Conta's bill said 


the proposal didn't go far enough 
because it still forbids advertisement 
and display of contraceptives and their 
sale in vending machines. 


"How can you teach birth control if 


you may not legally display contracep- 
tives?" asked Dr. Honga Ris of the 
University of Wisconsin Medical 
School. 'The young, the poor and the 
underprivileged would be the most af- 
fected by this restrictive bill." 


"We are proud to live in Wisconsin, 


the only state that has all its laws on 
morality intact," countered Mrs. Ed- 
v\ ard Mills of Elm Grove. 


Supporters of the legislation 


generally contended Wisconsin's 40- 
year-old birth control law had long been 
outmoded, and pointed to U.S. Supreme 
Court decisions striking down similar 
laws. 


Opponents feared the bill would en- 


courage fornication and promiscuity by 
teen-agers and other unmarried per- 
sons 


Another bill by Conta, which would 


provide for a state subsidy to voluntary 
family planning programs, was not 
given any recommendation by the 
committee. 


Conta said passage of the bill would 


ensure Wisconsin $1.5 million in federal 
funds bv June 30. 


Medical malpractice limit 
legislature's responsibility 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The Wis- 


consin Supreme Court refused to adopt 
a new procedure Tuesday for deter- 
mining when the statute of limitations 
expires in medical malpractice suits. 


The court, despite the opposition of 


its chief justice, ruled the matter was 
one for legislative determination and 
urged that the legislature take action. 


"Because of numerous cases in which 


the present three-year requirement for 
commencing an action by a party who is 
the victim of medical malpractice is too 
short, we strongly recommend to the 
legislature that the basic three-year 
statute for negligence actions due to 
medical malpractice be amended," the 
court said in a 6-1 decision. 


Chief Justice E. Harold Hallows dis- 


sented, saying the "public needs prot- 
ection from substandard 
medical 


care," and protection should not be 
denied by the court because the 
legislature has failed to act. 


In question was a "time of discovery" 


rule under which the three-year limit 
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would begin when a person discovers 
damages caused by malpractice. 


Hallows said the policy has been 


adopted in at least 26 states, in 22 of 
them through the courts. 


The case involved a recent ruling by 


Milwaukee Circuit Court Judge William 
Moser, who dismissed a damage suit by 
Mr. and Mrs. James Peterson. 


Mrs. Peterson claimed a physician 


who operated on her in 1954 left a 
remnant of gallbladder and a piece of 
gauze in her body. The remnants were 
found during surgery in 1971. 


The court also ruled the threv jcar 


statute of limitations applies to breach 
of contract suits against medical prac- 
tioners. 


The decision came in a suit brought 


by Donald and Marion Kohls of Mil- 
waukee against Dr. Robert Brah and Dr. 
A. R. Gloyeck. two Milwaukee area 
dentists. 


In an opinion written by Justice 


Robert W. Hansen, the court said 
three-year limits exist on all suits for 
recovery of personal injury, whether 
they involve contracts or not. 


Mrs. Kohls died in 1970 from aplastic 


anemia that the suit alleged was the 
result of oral surgery performed upon 
her in 1964. 
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1GOP unveils

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Wisconsin's 


Republican Senators beat Gov. Patrick 
J. Lucey to the fiscal punch Tuesday, 
submitting a proposal for a $388 million 
tax relief program. 


Lucey is to offer his 1973-75 executive 


budget before a joint session of the 
legislature Thursday. 


The $388 million plan proposed by 


Republicans Tuesday would top 
Lucey's previously announced pledge 
for $265 million in property tax relief. 


The GOP plan was unveiled at a news 


conference by Republican Majority 
Leader Raymond Johnson of Eau Claire 
and Sen. Walter Hollander of Rosen- 
dale, co-chairmen of the powerful Joint 
Finance Committee. 


Aides to Lucey said the chief execut- 


ive would have no comment on the 
Republican proposal until Thursday. 


Under the GOP plan, a total of $176.5 


million would be offered in state 
surpluses for real property tax refunds. 
Another $151.9 million would go for 
personal income tax credits. It also 
would provide for $30 million in cor- 
porate income tax reductions, and $29.9 
million in personal property tax ex- 
emption increases. 


Lucey several months ago pledged 


that an estimated $1.8 million in surplus 
state revenues plus $160 million in 
federal revenue snaring funds would be 
used for property tax relief. 


The governor is expected to submit to 


the politically divided legislature a 
proposed two-year budget which would 
far exceed the state's present $1.9 billion 
spending program. Some observers ex- 
pect it to hit $2.5 billion. 


Plea bargaining

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Plea bar- 


gaining is a necessary part of the 
process of justice but it deserves close 
scruting when it involves a deal con- 
cerning a loved one, the Wisconsin 
'Supreme Court said Tuesday. 


Records should be kept so that the 


nature of plea bargains is open to 
judicial scrutiny, the court said. 


Deserving a close look by the courts, 


the justices said in a 4-3 decision, are 
cases in which a bargain involves 
dropping charges against another per- 
son, especially where the other person is 
a loved one. 


The court ordered a fact-finding 


hearing by Racine County Court Judge 
William F. Jones in the case of Raymond 
White, who was convicted of a 1970 
burglary after he pleaded guilty. 


Jones denied a motion by White to 


withdraw his plea after conviction 
because it was the result of a bargain in 
which charges against his brother 
Joseph were dropped. 


White claimed the bargain was not 


voluntary because of psychological 
pressure caused by the prospect of his 
brother's freedom. 
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Beer bars want liquor licenses 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —Beer bar and 


liquor bar operators said Tuesday a 
decision on whether many of them sink 
or swim financially rests in the hands of 
the state legislature. 


Refusal of the legislature to allow 


municipalities to grant full-fledged 
liquor licenses to beer bars would force 
many beer retailers out of business, the 
Assembly's Committee on Excise and 
Fees was told. 


Liquor bar operators, however, ar- 


gued there isn't enough business to 
support an increase in the state's 
number of taverns. 


When Wisconsin 
lowered its 


minimum age for consuming liquor 
from 21 to 18, teen-age trade which had 
frequented the beer bars migrated to 
bars licensed to sell liquor as well as 
beer. 


The committee heard testimony on a 


bill to allow beer bars to apply to 
municipalities for liquor licenses in an 
effort to regain some of the business. 


About 300 persons crowded into the 


Assembly chamber for tne hearing. The 
meeting'was quiet in contrast to a sit- 
in protest waged a year ago by 
placard-carrying beer bar owners who 
were seeking similar legislation. 


Sen. Dale McKenna, D-Jefferson, said 


he offered the bill because he felt the 
legislature was obligated to help save 
businesses harmed by adoption of the 
age of majority bill a year ago. 


James Bouillon of Madison, legislat- 


ive counsel for the Wisconsin Malt 
Beverage Association, said that of 
nearly 700 beer bars a year ago, "about 
175 have gone out of business." 


He said about 325 of the bars "have 


suffered business declines of 50 per cent 
to 80 per cent." 


Another 200 have since acquired 


liquor licenses, he said. 


Unless the legislation is passed, he 


said, "it means a lot of embarrassment 
and a lot of troubles" for beer bar 
owners. 


Financial difficulties are not limited 


to beer bar owners, John J. Rohrer, 
executive secretary of the Tavern 
League of Wisconsin, said. 


'The beer bar owners say they have to 


go out and get jobs to make ends meet," 
he said. 


"Well, a second job is no stranger to 


most of Wisconsin's tavern owners," 
Rohrer said. 


Operators of liquor bars have 


expressed considerable opposition to 
legislation which would add beer bars to 
the state's cocktail competition. 


There is only so much business 


available, Rohrer said. 


The quota law was set up to provide 


one license to every 500 ecitizens," 
Rohrer said. "In actuality, it is one to 
375. If those 500 beer bar operators get 
licenses, it will be one to 315." 


James Norgard, president of the as- 


sociation said his group has more than 
6,000 members. 


Beer bar operators have taken ad- 


vantage of what had been a good sit- 
uation "to make a fast dollar" before the 
age of majority was lowered, Norgard 
said. 


"Beer islands cropped up all over," he 


said. "Some of their customers traveled 
from 21-year drinking areas. That's why 
most of those taverns ar in rural areas." 


"Wisconsin already has more tavern 


licenses per capita than any place else in 
the nation," Norgard added. 


Wayne Richter of Spooner, president 


of the Washburn County Tavern 
League, said passage of the bill would 
lead to an overabundance of taverns. 


"Washburn County has a population 


of about 10,500 people," Richter said. 
"We have 57 liquor taverns and about 40 
beer bars. If this bill passes, it would 
almost double the number of taverns."

R-Merrill, called for no specific funding. 


Steve Bom of Madison, who directs 


an inland lake project at the University 
of Wisconsin, said water recreation is 
the prime focus of the state's tourist 
industry. 


Born urged the legislature to endorse 


what could be the "largest lake renewal 
project in the United States, possibly 
the world." 


Jim Kurtz of the Department of Nat- 


ural Resources said the department 
endorses the concept of lake rehabilit- 
ation. 


The most vehement support for the 


bill came from lake property owners 
associations. 


Dick Van Duse, representing the 


Windfall Kale Association in Forest 
County, called Wisconsin's lakes "our 
greatest and most neglected resources." 


He suggested the registration of large 


boats, boat trailers and camper units to 
finance lake restoration projects. 


Why should the owner of a camper- 


bus "pay only an $18.50 fee when a 
$10,000 property owner pays $300 for 
property taxes? "he asked. 


John Sodeberg of New Richmond told 


senators: "We need two things: Exper- 
tise from interdisciplinary experts and 
funding." 


"We hope we will be allowed to share 


the cost of reclaiming our lakes," 
Sodeberg added.

The Citizens Study Committee on 


Metropolitan Problems devotes three 
sections of its bulky report to Gov.

answers, range from whom do you 
blame for your tax bill to what is the 
best way to levy taxes and who should 
pay them. 


The chapters deal with what the 


committee calls "the accountability 
problem," which is the whom-to-blame 
(or 
who-gets-the-credit) 
question: 


basic metropolitan financial problems, 
and problems in administering property 
taxes. These are some of the key- 
conclusions and recommendations: 


'The average taxpayer in a me- 


tropolitan area finds it difficult to hold 
office-holders accountable for fiscal 
actions." This arises in part because 
property taxes are confusing, in part 
because too many units of government 
tax the same property and in part 
because there are too many elected! 
officials on the ballot who have nothing! 
to do with spending and taxing policy. [ 


The committee recommends remov-> 


ing from the ballot all municipal and] 
county officials except chief executives 
such as mayors and county executives, 
members of legislative bodies such as 
aldermen, county supervisors and 
village trustees, and policymaking of- 
ficials in the field of justice, such as 
judges and city and district attorneys. 


That would mean removing such 


officials as municipal and county- 
clerks, treasurers, assessors and the 
like from the ballot and hiring them 
through civil service "merit" systems. 


The committee also recommends 


making it mandatory, rather than op- 
tional as at present, for counties of 
50,000 population or more to have 
elected county executives. 


—The property tax is overused. The 


state should reduce reliance on 
property taxes except for services 
directly related to property. Education, 
for example, should be financed by 
other means, and the state should as-: 


sume full responsibility for financing! 
welfare services and administration. 


The state forestry tax "is an obvious 


candidate for removal from 
the 


property tax rolls," and vocational 
education deserves more state financ- 
ing through non-property taxes. 


Wisconsin motor vehicle taxes, low 


in comparison to other states, should be 
increased and made to reflect the value 
of the vehicle. 


"The chief flaw in the present sys- 


tem of property tax administration in 
Wisconsin is that the system produces 
discrepancies in assessments. This 
means, quite bluntly, that the taxes 
levied are inequitable. Some taxpayers 
pay more and others pay less than their 
share." 


Lack of professionalism among as- 


sessors, 
competition 
between 


municipalities for property tax base, 
and vulnerability of assessors to poli- 
tical and other forms of pressure are the 
major causes. 


The committee joins previous study 


panels that have supported eliminating 
elected municipal assessor posts and 
making the job appointive, at the 
county level, with the state certifying 
assessors for competence. 


The state also should strengthen its 


own role in enforcing requirements for 
fair and accurate assessment and 
should provide financial aid to counties 
to encourage county assessor systems 
and to help continue them. 


If small counties requested, the state 


should provide assessing service at low 
contract rates. But the state should 
assess major commercial and industrial 
property in all areas, due to the 
complexity of determining value of 
these types of property. 


All assessing should be done on the 


basis of true market value, instead of 
present variations that allow one com- 
munity to assess at a different percen- 
tage of full value than is practiced in a 
neighboring community. 


A "truth in property tax" law should 


be passed requiring all property tax 
bills to show both full and assessed 
value on the property being taxed, and 
the full-value and assessed-value tax 
rates.

The board took action Tuesday after 


Leslie Blumberg, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Calumet Homestead, 
a county-owned facility, explained that 
the change is being pushed by doctors 
and nurses with the Department of 
Health and Social Services to provide 
an equivalent of three additional hours 
of patient services per month. 


Blumberg said the new proposal 


could prove quite costly. 


"At the present time, we are giving 


our patients at least two hours activity 
and are in conformity with the federal 
standard which seem at this time to be 
adequate," he said. 


He said the change would require the

Wiretaps lead to probe 


OSHKOSH —A telephone conversa- 


tion involving the Menasha city garage 
bookkeeper and a wiretap by the state 
attorney general's office was the major 
piece of evidence used to call a John 
Doe hearing into reported kickbacks to 
municipal officials here Jan. 18. 


News of the wiretap came in a report 


issued Tuesday on wiretaps used by the 
attorney general's office during 1972. 
According to the report, it provided the 
information needed to start the probe 
and "should lead to felony charges" of 
bribery and attempted bribery' of public 
officials," Atty. Gen. Robert Warren 
said. 


Three wiretaps at the Menasha city 


garage were authorized by Winnebago 
County Judge William Crane in 1972, 
but only one of them paid off. That one 
was authorized on Dec. 5,1972. 


About that same time, the city made 


two isolated purchases of chemicals 
from Share Corp., a Brookfield 
maintenance chemical firm whose 
president has been called to testify at 
the John Doe investigation. 


The purchases totaled about $1,263. 


Only part of the bill has been oaid, while 


part is being withheld by the city. 


City officials will not say why there 


were the two isolated purchases from 
Share Corp. The city normally 
purchases their chemical supplies from 
other firms, and had never, according 
to officials, purchased from Share Corp. 
before. 


It has also been learned by the 


News-Record 
that 
the 
chemicals 


purchased are being stored for use as 
possible future evidence. Officials have 
it under lock and key. 


Menasha Mayor James Adams and 


City Bookkeeper Alfred Voelker both 
have testified at the closed-door John 
Doe investigation scheduled to resume 
at the courthouse here at 9 a.m. Friday. 


Adams is known to have helped state 


law enforcement officials in the probe. 
Voelker was the consenting party in 
the attorney general's three wiretaps at 
the city garage during 1972. 


Friday will be the fourth day of secret 


testimony taken before Judge Crane in 
circuit court. Among the witnesses 
called to testify thus far have been 
officials from Share Corp., and Del 
Chemical Co., a Menomonee Falls 


chemical firm that was a heavy supplier 
of chemicals to the City of Menasha 
during the 
196ffs. 


Officials will say nothing about the 


testimony thus far. Those that testify 
before a John Doe investigation are 
called to furnish information that could 
lead to criminal charges later. An ap- 
pearance does not indicate an in- 
dividual has committed a crime. 


Officials will not confirm or deny that 


the investigation eventually will in- 
volve other municipalities in Wiscon- 
sin. The News-Record learned several 
months ago, however, that an inves- 
tigation of alleged kickbacks to of- 
ticials would involve more than just 
Menasha. 


So far, Adams and Voelker are the 


only two municipal officials identified 
as testifying at the probe. Others who 
have been identified (and not all have 
been) have links with either of the two 
chemical firms. 


Judge Crane has ordered all those 


testifying to keep silent on the court 
proceedings. Violation of that could 
mean a contempt of court citation. 


KAUKAUNA — Board of public 


works members learned Monday that 
far more people want concrete roads 
and curb and gutter in front of their 
property than would be possible in 1973 
if the amount budgeted for such pur- 
poses would be expended. 


The city appropriated $100,000 for 


concrete work in 1973, but requests for 
such improvement were received 
which would make cost of installation 
over $200,000. Some indicated they did 
not expect to get concrete roads this 
year, but merely have their requests on 
file early when similar road projects are 
implemented in future years. 


Most requests came from residents 


living north of County Trunk OO in the 
rapidly developing residential neigh- 
borhood around Victor Haen Elemen- 
tary School. The city had planned on 
spending about $100,000 in this area, 
but the requests if followed, would 
bring the cost close to $200,000, ac- 
cording to City Engineer Robert Na- 
trop. 
accept the assessment involved in the 
road improvement program and point- 
ed to the high cost of street 
maintenance which could be eliminat- 
ed if permanent roads were installed. 
Several aldermen agreed that road 
priority should coincide with areas 
where high maintenance costs were 
being experienced. 


Mayor Robert LUA Plante spoke in 


favor of the $200,000 program, indicat- 
ing that delay in street construction 
could only result in higher costs in the 
future. He stated that road work which 
would have cost $100,000 in 1972 will 
cost the city $110,000 in 1973. 


He indicated that the city could go to 


short term borrowing to do the 
complete $200,000 road program. 


Aid. Lloyd Kloehn (2nd) argued that 


the city would be $130,000 short alreadv 
due to changes in federal revenue 


sharing, and said he would like more 
time to try to learn where additional 
road money was coming from before 
making a decision. 


Aid. James McDaniel (3rd) said that 


as a member of the finance committee 
he had done considerable work in try- 
ing to keep the 1973 budget in line and 
approved a $100,000 road program. He 
told the board that he would not vote 
for an expanded road program until 
someone could show him the source of 
additional money. 


Board President George Simon (3rd) 


suggested that money could be includ- 
ed in a bond issue and asked that the 
mayor investigate other methods of an 
expanded program. He reminded the 
board that he had always been one of 
\he main supporters of an extensive 
concrete road building program in the 
interest of economy. 


"Maybe I'll be accused of spending 


money like a drunken sailor, but I still 
feel the program is needed especially in 
view of rising street maintenance costs 
each year," said La Plante. 


City Engineer Robert Natrop in- 


formed the board that often only small 
contractors bid on lesser road programs 
whereas economy can be achieved by a 
large contractor undertaking a major 
road building program. 


Aid. Robert Vondracek (1st) sug- 


gested the engineer take alternate bids 
on the work and then the board could 
review all quotations before deciding 
on whether to undertake the $100,000 
or $200,000 program. Board members 
informed citizens at the hearing that 
they would continue the study and 
make recommendations at a later date.

tax resources could be applied where 
the needs are. 


An example that has received con- 


siderable publicity lately, and is the 
subject of study by another Wisconsin 
task force, is public education, which 
tends to be of higher, quality in com- 
munities having relatively high tax 
bases, while poorer communities spend 
less because they can afford less. 


The task force observed that both tax 


resources and needs for government 
services are unequally distributed 
within metropolitan areas, and there 
are wide tax differentials among com- 
munities within the metropolitan areas. 


The costs of servicing the "poverty" 


population fall more heavily on some 
communities in a metropolitan area 
than others, usually the central city.

The committee charged, "Improper 


underassessments of this kind (as a 
weapon in competition for tax base) are 
quite simply under-the-table subsidies 
to some taxpayers."

four year* ago that her son had been 
killed in fighting in South Vietnam she 
did't believe it. 


"It was faith in God," she said. "I

Mrs. Ridgeway, a nurse's aide, 


received word over the weekend that 
her son. Marine Pfc. Ronald L. 
Ridgeway, now 23, is listed among the 
U.S. servicemen identified by North 
Vietnam as prisoners of war. The North 
Vietnamese said Ridgeway was cap- 
tured Feb. 25, 1968, near an outpost at 
KheSanh. 


Mrs. Ridgeway was told by a Houston 


Marine Corps representative at 1:15 
ajn. Sunday that her son was alive. 


"After he identified himself, I broke 


in,"shesaidinaninterviewTuesday. "It 
m about my son, isn't it? He's alive, isn't 
he* I told him just what he was going to 
teU me and all he did was answer yes, 
yes." 


Her son will be coming to Camp 


Pendleton. Calif., and Mrs. Ridgeway 
says she plans to be there to meet him. 


Four years ago the Marines brought 


back nine bodies from South Vietnam- 
nine men they thought were killed in an 
ambush. They were all buried together 
in the Veteran's Administration Cemet- 
ery in St. Louis. 


There is also a headstone in Ronald's 


memory in the VA cemetery here, 
where Mrs. Ridgeway has often gone to 
pray for her son over the years he has 
been declared dead. 


"I never visited the cemetery in 


memory ot his death. "I always went in 
memory of him," she said. 


"My sympathy goes to the parents of 


the boy we buried because I shed quite 
a few tears for him." 


Ronald's father, Lewis N. Ridgeway, 


said he too did not believe his son was 
dead, mainly because the youth's dog 
tags were not found among the remains 
discovered. 


Ronald joined the Marines in June 


1967 after he dropped out of school at 
age 17.

Strong economy forecast 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon today predicted a very good year, 
perhaps a great one, for the American 
economy and called on Congress and 
the country to prepare for the end of 
wage and price controls. 


Nixon said this means supporting his 


foremost economic policy, the restraint 
of federal spending, so that big deficits 
do not turn "a healthy expansion into a 
feverish boom followed by a recession." 


In the second of the major presiden- 


tial messages to the new Congress, the 
annual Economic Report, Nixon ham- 
mered on the cost-cutting theme as 
insistently as he did in Monday's budget 
message. 


"We must develop more reliable and 


responsible attitudes and methods for 
• dealing with the federal budget," he told 
Congress, "so that it is not perpetually 
on the margin of an inflationary 
explosion. 


"We must prepare for the end of wage 


and price controls, and be willing to 
show the same courage in taking them 
off as was shown in imposing them." 


At stake, said Nixon, "is whether we 


can make 1973 the prelude to a sus- 
tained period of growth and stability in 
a free economy." 


The need to moderate a potentially 


runaway boom was stressed both by 
Nixon and, in an accompanying 300- 
page report, by his three-member 
Council of Economic Advisers. A rise of 
about 9 per cent in gross national output 
would be appropriate instead of 1972's 
1 Iper-cent rate, said the council headed 
by Dr. Herbert Stein. 


Such an increase, the council said, 


would reduce the unemployment rate to 
about 4.5 per cent by the end of 1973. The 
generally accepted goal for full 
employment is to reduce joblessness to 
4 per cent; the present rate is 5.2 per 
cent. 


The advisers said they were not 


implying that 4.5 per cent was neces- 
sarily the floor to the unemployment 
rate, but went on: 


"It does imply a belief that a more 


rapid expansion of the economy within 
1973 would endanger the further 
reduction of the inflation rate that is 
desirable, and would do so despite the 
continuing price-and wagecontrols 
program." 


Nixon noted that the 1972 increase in 


national output, one of the largest in 25 
years, was achieved despite a decline in 
military spending and without rising 
prices. The cost of living went up 
slightly more than 3 per cent, he said, "a 
far cry from the runaway inflation rate 
of 6 per cent that confronted us in 1969." 


He set these immediate goals: "Out- 


put and incomes should expand. Both 
the unemployment rate arid the rate of 
inflation should be reduced further, and

Wounded Stennis in 
very serious condition 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Sen. John C. 


Stennis, a power in the Senate's 
Southern bloc and an ardent supporter 
of a strong U.S. military, was in 'Very 
serious" condition today after being 
shot twice during a holdup in front of his 
home here. 


A spokesman at Walter Reed Army 


Medical Center said at 6 a.m., EST, 
today that chances were "guarded" that 
the 71year-old Mississippi Democrat 
would recover. Stennis is chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee. 


However, the spokesman said Stennis 


was "conscious and resting comfortab- 
ly." The next briefing on the senator's 
condition was scheduled for 4 p.m., EST. 


Stennis underwent 614 hours of sur- 


gery Tuesday night and early today for 
bullet wounds in the lower rib cage—the 
most serious wound—and in the left 
thigh. 


Hospital spokesman Maj. Frank 


Garland said Stennis awoke 10 minutes 
after the operation ended at 3:20 a.m., 
EST. 


The senator's vital signs—heart rate,

pulse, 
blood 
pressure 
and 


respiration —were all described as "stab- 
le." 


Asked about the length of the sur- 


gery. Maj. Garland said it was "consis- 
tent with the extent of the wounds."

Stennis was shot at 7:40 p.m. Tuesday 


as he alighted from his car after re- 
turning to his home.

Liddy was legal counsel for the 


Committee for the Re-election of the 
President and later for its financial arm. 
McCord. a 20-year CIA veteran, was 
security chief for the Nixon campaign at 
the time of his arrest. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Earl J. Silbert said the 


verdicts "help restore faith in our polit- 
ical system that was so badly damaged." 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica 


ordered both men jailed immediately 
without bond pending sentencing. 
Defense lawyers said they would file 
bond motions today and would appeal if 
Sirica turned them down. 


Liddy was convicted of six counts, 


including conspiracy, burglary, plant- 
ing bugs and intercepting telephone 
conversations from phones tapped in- 
side the Democratic offices in the Wat- 
ergate complex. 


McCord, one of five men arrested at 


gunpoint inside the Watergate in the 
pre-dawn hours last June 17, was con- 
victed of the same offenses in addition 
to two of possessing electronic listening 
and wiretapping devices.

For several years, Maier has argued

G. C. Thosfeson 
Waist bends help to 
tighten up muscles 


Dear Or. Tbosteson: I would like to 


know if having two Caesarean sections 
(crosswise incision) would have 
anything to do with not being able to 
hold the stomach muscles in. 


What are the best exercises for tigh- 


tening up the stomach muscles? —Mrs. 
DAS. 


An incision bv any other name is an 


incision and subject to the same needs 
for proper aftercare. 


Your Caesarean incision is no 


different than that of any other ab- 
dominal operation. 


Certainly, the tendency would be for 


your stomach muscles to become 
stretched out and lazy, so to speak But. 
after a suitable period of time after the 
Caesarean (and your doctor can advise 
you best on that) there's no reason why 
you shouldn't be able to get rid of the 
flab. 


Bending at the waist is the best type 


of exercise. Lie on the floor and raise 
your legs or, lying on the floor, raise 
yourself to a sitting position. These 
exercises put stress on the stomach 
muscles. 


Or you could go on a reducing diet. 
And there's always a girdle. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I was surprised 


at the letter by the pregnant woman 
concerned over her IUD in the uterus. 1 
thought the whole point of using that 
thing was to prevent pregnancy. Isn't it 
that reliable or what? —M.G.P. 


This column never has said the lUDs 


were 100 per cent reliable. Their record 
is pretty good, but the devices can slip

out of position and they may permit an 
occasional pregnancy even when in 
position. 


Users should have them checked 


periodically to make sure they are in 
proper position and not causing irrita- 
tion. There are advantages and disad- 
vantages with all methods of birth con- 
trol The advantage of the IUD is that it 
does not require daily action on a 
woman's part (as with the pill) or does 
not require attention before inter- 
course, as with the diaphragm. The 
disadvantage is obvious from the lady's 
letter. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: One of my sons 


had severe hives three times in 12 years 
from fish. As they frequently go to 
parties, he gets fish in salad or a sand- 
wich unaware. We have been told the 
next attack surely will be fatal. Is there 
an antitoxin or some medication that 
would counteract it? Like for bee 
stings? Is there a life-saving package he 
could carry with him? —M.S. 


You've been told. Bv whom? Three 


attacks of hives in 12 years doesn't 
sound like a very dreadful peril, but if 
there were other symptoms along with 
the hives that seemed to threaten 
death, that would be something else. I 
suggest that your son talk to his 
physician—preferably the one who saw 
and treated him the last time he had an 
attack—to find out how much danger 
there really is and to discuss whether 
he should carry any medication with 
him in case he gets some unexpected 
fish again. A quick- acting antihis- 
tajoine would be the most convenient 
to carry and use. If his attacks of hives 
are severe and generalized, a shock 
factor could be involved in his reaction. 
In such a case, something resembling a 
bee sting kit might be advisable. Those 
kits include adrenaline to combat the 
shock, which so often accompanies a 
bee sting when an individual is hyper- 
sensitive.

Credit cards also eliminate the need to 
carry large amounts of cash while 
shopping or traveling; and single 
monthly statements can simplify bill- 
paying and budgeting.

In 
addition, there may be extra finance 
charges included in the monthly billing. 


The widespread use of credit cards 


has led Congress to enact regulations 
designed to protect the consumer from 
the possibility of unfair or fraudulent 
practices by the issuing company. All 
credit card holders should be aware of 
these provisions. 


First, the issuance of unsolicited 


credit cards is absolutely prohibited. 
This practice has led many consumers 
into debt. If you receive credit cards 
which you did not request or apply for, 
you should notify the Federal Trade 
Commission in Washington, D.C. 


Second, if you are a holder of a credit 


card, you are liable for the use of your 
card by some unauthorized person only 
up to $50 — no more. The company or 
issuer of the card also must provide you 
with an addressed notification which 
you are to mail in the event of loss or 
theft of the card. However, if the com- 
pany does not tell you of the $50 limit 
and furnish you with the self-addressed 
notification, you have no liability. 


In addition, to further protect con- 


sumers, credit card companies must 
now provide a card with a signature or 
photograph to enable clerks in stores, 
or gas station attendants, to identify 
you as the sole person authorized to use 
the credit card. If they do not, you have 
no liability for the card's unauthorized 
use.

Doctor wins suit to continue research

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) — John 


J. Wild, a doctor who won a $16 million 
lawsuit against the foundations that cut 
off his research grants, once conducted 
a search for the largest-breasted woman 
in town —strictly in the line of duty. 


Wild doesn't have the $16 million yet; 


the defendants started appeal proceed- 
ings earlier this month. But if and when 
he receives it. he plans to continue his 
own research in developing a machine 
to detect breast cancer and establish an 
institute to help other researchers. 


The 58-year-old British-born scientist 


woukl probab'y keep his modest I12- 
story home where he lives with his wife 
and their 3-year-old daughter. He'd 
continue to drive the same 10-year-old 
sedan

awarded Wild S16.277.300 came after six 
years of legal actions.

But Hennepin 
County District Court Judge Tom Ber- 
g:n stayed execution of the award 
provided the defendants posted a $2- 
rmllion bond They have 90 days 10 
appeal to the Minnesota Supreme 
Court, ar.d a defense attorney said an 
appea' \\ ou!d be filed. 


Wild had specialized in ultrasonic 


research at tne University of Minnesota 
He devised a machine called an 
evhograph, a machine with a scanning 
device, to detect breast cancer. 


He said his prime discovery was that 


cancerous tissues reflect a different 
level of sound than noncancerous tis- 
sues, and that this could be detected in 
a female breast long before the lumps 
that sometimes are a clue. 


"The real problem in setting up the 


echograph was the possible variations 
in a woman's breast size." he said. "So 
the quickest way was to find the woman 
with the largest breasts." 


The search led to a nightclub dancer, 


who agreed to have plaster casts made 
of her breasts.

Minnesota and now professor of sur- 
gery at The New York Hospital, said 
Wild is "eccentric, and he can be 
abrasive, but I think he has a streak of 
creative genius." 


Thirty-one published scientific 
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papers and chapters in two books are 
attributed to Wild, either alone or in 
collaboration with other researchers. In 
1971 Cambridge University cited him 
for a significant contribution to inves- 
tigative medicine. He has been invited 
to participate in conferences and lec- 
tures in the United States and Great 
Britain. 


He received his medical degree from 


Cambridge in 1942 and learned surgery 
in London hospitals while Germany was 
pounding England with bombs. He later 
served in the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. He came to the United States to 
pursue clinical research.

But the absence of the chief 
Viet Cong member of another peace- 
keeping group was delaying things, and 
there was no indication when he would 
arrive. 


More hard fighting was reported in 


Quang Tri province below the demilit- 
arized zone and in the central highlands. 
But the number of cease-fire violations 
claimed by Saigon showed a steady 
downward curve. 


The command said there were 209 


violations during the 24 hours ending at 
6 a.m. today, compared with 311 in the 
previous 24 hours and 426 in the first 22

South 
Vietnamese officials said they were 
planning a meeting next month 
between Thieu and President Nixon, 
probably in Honolulu. 


Under terms of the cease-fire 


agreement, the ICCS field teams should 
have been operational and in place at 8 
a.m. Tuesday, 48 hours after the 
agreement went into effect. But 
members of the ICCS have said that the 
security of the teams cannot be assured 
without full support from the North 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong. 


A second peace-keeping group, the 


four-party joint military commission, 
met for the third successive day with no 
indication of progress. It is made up of 
the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong.

Princess Anne

Walter Reed, said Mrs. Stennis told 
police she heard "two pops" and then 
her husband's voice calling "Coy," Mrs.

to do." 


Police Lt_ George Kenne said he had 


no idea how Stennis was able to move 
the 50 feet from the curb to his house.

"Guess what," he gleefully an- 


nounced to friends in his Tallahassee. 
Fla. apartment. "Green Bay has just 
made me its number one draft choice." 


In a burst of exuberance. Smith ad- 


ded, "Hunter-Smith, touchdown." 


The Florida State star's ecstatic "off- 


stage" reaction, clearly audible over the 
wire, evoked more than a little 
amusement in the Packers' Lombardi 
Avenue headquarters. 


Later, when reminded of it in another 


long distance conversation, Barry 
diplomatically amended his original 
version — after assuring, "I was just 
kidding around." 


"Maybe," he laughed, "I should say 


"Tagge-Smith, touchdown." I don't 
want to play favorites. I think they're 
both fine quarterbacks." 


Smith, compared to Oakland Raider 


ace Fred Biletnikoff by Packer talent 
scouts, indicated the resemblance was 
not entirely an accident. 


Similar appearance 


"We're kind of similar in physical 


appearance, for one thing," he said. 
"We're about the same height and 
weight. And we both went to the same 
school. 


"I've also studied Biletnikoff a lot — 


and Ron Sellers of the Cowboys, too. I 
study all of the pro wide receivers. I try 
to pick up a few things from each guy. 
Each one is an individual, of course." 


The similarity to Biletnikoff has been 


heightened 
by 
Florida 
State's 


approach, Smith suggested. "Basically, 
Florida State has a pro style offense," 
he said. "We have a lot of different 
routes in our passing game. We ran a 
given route four or five different ways, 
so that's got to help me coming into the 
NFL." 


Described as "The most precise and 


dedicated pattern runner" in the 
college ranks last season, the 22-year- 
old Miami resident attributes his 
development in this area largely to Jim 
(Red) Phillips, former Los Angeles star, 
who coached Florida State's receivers 
last fall. 


"He really inspired me," Smith said. 


"He really helped me. This last year, he 
took over from Pat Hodgson, who 
moved to Georgia, and we got real 
close. He's helped me in a lot of ways. 


"I guess one of the biggest things was 


what Coach Phillips did for me when 
the pro scouts came around. What he 
would do during spring ball last year 
was tell me that it was during spring 
practice that the scouts get their first 
major impression of your abilities, and 
it could be a lasting one. 


Biggest weaknesses 


"He told me I had to practice like it 


was a Super Bowl game. After the 
scouts had looked at me, he'd go to 
them and ask, What are Barry's biggest 
weaknesses?' They'd tell him" then he'd 
tell me and I worked on them all last 
fall. 


"I think this past year, I became an 


all-around receiver, rather than just a 
'bomb' type." 


This, Smith assured, is the kind of 


reputation he desires. "I wouldn't like 
to be known as strictly a bomb type," 
Barry said. "I want to be known as a 
good receiver who can run all routes 
equally well." 


His development in 1972 was ac- 


celerated by necessity, he said. "If you 
will look at my statistics, you will see I 
was the long ball type as a sophomore

Utilities seek site for 
massive power plant

MILWAUKEE (AP) —A combine of 


e'ectnc utilities has identified five pot- 
ential Wisconsin sites for a massive 
power plant that could cost $1 billion, 
but licensing disputes over another 
facility are holding up planning, a utility 
spokesman said Tuesday. 


Company officials said they have met 


with town boards and other govern- 
ment units at each location to inform 
officials and citizens that a large elec- 
tricity generating plant may be built in 
their areas. 


The plant would begin with one unit, 


larger than the two-unit plant at Point 
Beach. One or two more units could be 
added later, said Anthony Soika, a 
spokesman for Wisconsin Electric. 


Under consideration are sites in Jef- 


ferson County, on Lake Koshkonong; 
Grant County, on the Mississippi River, 
Kenosha County, Town of Paris; 
Sheboygan County, near Lake 
Michigan, and Wood County, near the 
Wisconsin River, Soika said. 


The Jefferson County site would use 


Lake Koshkonong as a cooling lake. 
Plans for the other sites include cooling 
towers or ponds, Soika said. 


"We're reconsidering the Lake 


Koshkonong site because we were 
asked to help with restoration of the 
lake," Soika said. "We'd probably have 
to do some dredging and other work, 
because the lake is deterioriating. The 
Department of Natural Resources is 
planning to do some work there, too, 
regardless of what we do." 


Wherever it is built, the plant "may be 


one of the largest in the nation," Soika 
said. "It would definitely be the largest 
in Wisconsin, with each unit generating 
from 800 to 1,100 megawatts." 


By comparision, the nuclear units at 


Point Beach each have a capacity to 
generate about 450 megawatts of elec- 
tric power. 


The utilities include Wisconsin Elec- 


tric, Milwaukee; Wisconsin Public Ser- 
vice Corp., Green Bay; Wisconsin 
Power and Light, Madison, and 
Madison Gas and Electric Co. 


"We had thought this would be a 


nuclear plant, but we haven't made any 
final decision on that," Soika said, 
pointing to delays in licensing approval 
for Point Beach. "We haven't ruled out 
the possibility of a fossil fuel plant." 


Unit 1 at Point Beach operated at full 


capacity for about one year before it 
was shut down for refueling and then 
for inspection of a fuel rod problem. 


While environmentalists challenge 


the licensing procedure, operation of 
Unit 2 is at 20 per cent of capacity. 
Challenges have been based on charges 
the nuclear generating process could 
damage the air as well. 


Soika said the combine would wait 


out the licensing dispute over Point 
Beach before deciding to go ahead with 
a nuclear facility at the yet-to-be det- 
ermined site. 


In the most recent public hearing, 


Wisconsin Electric President Sol Burs- 
tein told an audience of Watertown- 
area residents that the Lake 
Koshkonong site may take precedence 
over the other four. 


He said government restrictions on 


using navigable waterways—Lake 
Michigan and the Mississippi or Wis- 
consin Rivers in the nuclear cooling 
process, limit feasibility of those sites. 


He estimated Koshkonong water 


temperatures would be raised five 
degrees, on an average, if the plant was 
cycling the millions of gallons of water 
needed for a nuclear operation. 


Burstein repeated the utility's con- 


tention that warmer water around Point 
Beach has improved fishing and has not 
harmed aquatic life, as charged by those 
opposing the facility. 


"We ar» not killing any fish," he said. 


"The fish simply swim away if they 
don't like the temperature and then 
return." 


Soika said the firm hopes to have the 


plant in operation by 1980 or 1981, at a 
startup cost of $750 million. Construc- 
tion would have to begin within "a 
couple of years," he said. 


"With our expected needs for the 


future we're talking about a total in- 
vestment in this plant of SI billion," 
Soika said. 


Sheriff permitted to 
shift, add personnel 


A further integration of Outagamie 


County traffic police with other 
sheriffs department personnel was 
presented by Sheriff Calvin Spice 
Tuesday and received the support of 
the county board's personnel commit- 
tee. 


At the same time, the committee also 


endorsed hiring five additional people 
for the department, including the first 
two women ever to be assigned to radio 
work. 


Spice received committee approval 


for the creation of a third lieutenant 
position to provide a lieutenant on duty 
for each shift. At the present time there 
are two lieutenants, one for traffic and 
one for investigation. 


Spice said that eventually he wants 


to eliminate the traffic and investigator 
designations so that they all will simply 
be department lieutenants. He told the 
committee that the move would not 
require any additional men. 


At the same time, Spice said that with 


the move he hoped to be able to keep 
the mam floor office open after 5 p.m. 
Presently, anyone wanting to do 
business with the sheriffs department 
after 5 p.m. must ring a bell at the door. 
The door 
is then electronically 


unlocked and the person takes an 
elevator up to the radio room on the 
second floor. 


With the additional lieutenant, Spice 


said he thought the main lobby could be 
kept open at least until 8 p.m. 


Another new position, jail sergeant, 


also was approved by the committee. 
Spice said one of the five jailers or four 
radio operators would be selected for 
that job. He said he wanted the title so 
there would be someone with authority 
in charge of the jail. 


The five new positions approved 


were two radio personnel, two clerk 
stenographers and a cook-matron. 


Spice said it was necessary to have 


two people at the radio console during 
the 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. and 3 to 11 p.m. 
shifts. He said he now has his deputy 
investigators working on the radio. 


In response to a question from 


County Executive Alvin Woehler, Spice 
said he had no objection to using a 
woman for the second person on those 
two shifts. The job will be called "com- 
munication aide," rather than radio 
operator and will carry a pay grade of 8 
instead of the radio operator's grade 14. 


They i ejected, for the present, a 


committee request from Spice for 
reclassification of six jobs, but told him 
he could bring the changes back in after 
labor contract negotiations are settled 
with the police union. 


Spice had requested that the Huber 


Law officer be raised from grade 12 to 
grade 14, one process server from grade 
10 to grade 14, a second process server 
from grade 10 to grade 12, jailers from 
grade 12 to grade 14, one clerk position 
from grade 6 to grade 8 and another 
clerk position from grade 4 to grade 6

The merchant as tax collector 


Because thousands of retailers serve as de facto tax collectors 


for the state treasury under the Wisconsin sales tax law, that 
levy since its enactment has acknowledged their assistance and 
attempted to reimburse them for their accounting and other 
costs. 


The prevailing indemnity is one per cent of total sales and use 


tax collection yields, that is to say, one penny per dollar of the 
impost levied by state law for the support of state and local 
government services. The practice is common among the states. 
Some agents of merchandisers have protested that such reim- 
bursement is not in fact sufficient to cover the additional 
expenditures as required by the imposition of the tax. Thus far 
the legislature has rebuffed such objections. 


Now comes a proposal by a group of legislators, most of them 


representing Milwaukee districts, that would increase the 
mercantile reimbursement selectively. Smaller 
volume 


merchants would be rewarded, according to reasoning that the 
bill and its fiscal note does not explain and in any event would 
not likely be persuasive. 


If the state is prepared to make an adjustment of this 


allowance to its involuntary tax agents, it should be applied 
uniformly. Nor should it be difficult to ascertain what is fair 
compensation to the thousands of unofficial tax agents, adjust 
the rate if necessary, and thus avoid these biennial disputes at 
the state capitol. 


Is higher education inherent right? 


About a decade ago the now defunct Coordinating Committee 


for Higher Education was considering tuition costs for Wiscon- 
sin students. The no tuition policy of the state of California and 
its system of three levels of higher education were held up as the 
ideal. 


Things have changed. 
The Academy for Educational Development recently made a 


report commissioned by a legislative committee studying the 
state's master plan for higher education. There is little coopera- 
tion among the three systems, said one report. And instead of 
lowering or dropping fees, the state should charge students the 
full cost of their education. Extra income should be used to make 
student loans and to aid in other ways students not going on in 
higher education because of lack of money. 


Free public education through secondary school has been 


understandably lauded in this country. In earlier years it was 
probably responsible, along with free public lands, for the 
opportunity of advancement for everyone willing and able to 
work and apply himself. Although the failures probably have not 
been documented as they should have been — only recently 
have charges of such failures for first generation Americans 
been noted — certainly the system did have a tremendous 
impact upon American growth and economic and political 
progress. 


But now there are doubts that the same can be true for higher 


education. The costs of college or university for Americans is on 
the whole much Higher than in most European countries 
although other differences in the system make comparisons 
difficult But it has been obvious that the last decade of student 
unrest, faculty pressures and ever-rising taxes has changed 
many American minds about how to equalize higher educational 
opportunities. 


The finances are not the whole issue. Open admissions, 


changes in academic evaluation and possibly academic stan- 
dards, less rigid course requirements have all changed the face of 
higher education in the United States. Committees — especially 
legislative committees — must take care that such changes are 
not being equated with lower quality. Those who make the 
changes must make sure the quality is not being lowered. 


But the means of paying for higher education has not been 


solved anywhere even in the Soviet Union where those who 
emigrate must pay the cost of the education they received (free) 
in order to get an exit visa. 


If computers were infallible, the system now proposed in 


California would probably be psychologically an improvement. 
Is higher education after all an inherent right that comes with 
citizenship? 


Who killed Johnny Lindquist? 


Did you know the newspapers are to blame for seven-year 


old Johnny Lindquist dying of head injuries in a Chicago 
hospital? 


Attorneys for William and Irene Lindquist have asked a 


Chicago court to dismiss charges against them for the fatal 
beating of the child. They said news stories caused unfavorable 
publicity about the parents. 


The attorney says that the case received "space and publicity 


unprecedented in Chicago journalism history." He should have 
added newspapers in Wisconsin, including The Post-Crescent 


The newspapers will be happy to go on trial for having 


exposed thie vicious case of child beating. But let the charges 
against Mr. and Mrs. Lindquist be tried on their merits. 


The Mexican-American 


There has been considerable discomfort for many Americans 


over the military events of the last few years. Not a little of it 
may have been caused by the way most of us were taught 
American history. In fact that part of our education may have 
been part of the reason for our misadventures in Southeast Asia. 


An example of an area in which the point of view was slanted 


or distorted, contributions minimized and omissions permitted is 
the Mexican-American role in history — and in history books. 
Dr. John Gaines, chairman of the Department of Education of 
King College, Bristol, Tenn., wrote on the subject for his 
doctoral dissertation. 


He found that the early Spanish explorations were presented, 


in comparison especially to the British, with the Spanish coming 
out as brutal and failures. The War for Texas Independence is 
shown as a triumph for the far-seeing, pure American ethics. 
Hispanic contributions to American history are ignored. "What 
little is told of the Indian aspects of the Mexican-American 
heritage is patronizing, grossly oversimplified, and in several 
instances inaccurate. The Spaniards are pictured as cruel, greedy 
and arrogant. The Mexicans are characterized as lazy, 
undemocratic, and cowardly, though sometimes romantic. All 
are viewed as foreign." 


Obviously British characteristics have been presented as the 


ideal because British descendants were the leaders of the early 
years of the United States. But they perpetuated themselves in 
control. We shouldn't forget that the election of John F. 
Kennedy to the presidency was regarded as a break through not 
only because he was a Roman Catholic but because he was Irish 
in the state of the Cabots and the Lodges. European immigrants 
in general have risen to predominance through their use of 
political power — and the fact that visually they looked alike. 
The same has not been true of the Negro, the Indian, the Puerto 
Rican or the Mexican-American. Since few of them wrote the 
history texts, they were neglected even ''n books. 


This white, European American chauvinism has contributed 


to our bewilderment over the failures of tne world to remain at 
peace after World War II and Korea and the difficulty we have 
had in acknowledging that we did not win in Southeast Asia. 
The military contributions of the minorities also have been hard 
for many Americans to accept. After all how could one expect a 
black or greaser to be brave or concerned about his buddies?

State holding line on new buildings 


MADISON —Perhaps the most revealing test 


of the state administration's posture of spend- 
ing control is the firmness of attitude in the face 
of substantial pressures on new state institu- 
tion building. 


That time and circumstances for scrutinizing 


more critically than in many years the building 
appetities of the government establishment are 
favorable is suggested by the ease with which 
Gov. Patrick Lucey appears to be imposing his 
will 


When the governor made it known that he 


had no intention of endorsing the original 
University of Wisconsin request, the university 
administration and regents promptly capi- 
tulated. The explanation was that there had 
been a review of the earlier enrollment projec- 
tions that indicated less need for campus ex- 
pansion. 


Retreat was required 


That didn't quite wash. Such estimates are 


not made so casually, or they ought to be made 
more carefully and methodically. But it saved 
face when it was evident that such a retreat 
was required. In a showdown, the university 
with the accumulated corporate political wis- 
dom of decades, would rather save its fighting 
strength for persons and salaries and give up 
some of the bricks and mortar. 


The governor also had a good hand aside 


from the manifest acceptance by the body 
politic of his posture of concern for tht tax- 
payer, implausible as that may seem to some 
who remember the orthodox distinctions 
between the parties over the decades. 


For the university to assert that each of the 


campuses ought to have at least one new and 
major structure was curiously revelatory of the 
practice that has gone unchallenged until la- 
tely. 


If a major new plant is justified at one site on 


the basis of expected enrollment growth, how is 
another defended on another campus in the 
face of enrollment stabilization or even 
shrinkage? 


The physical expansion desires of state insti- 


tutions on the whole have been accommodated 
with great generosity by governors and 
legislators without significant distinction by 
political affiliation for a quarter of a century. 


During the long period of the 1920s and the 


3GB there was a drought World War II sus- 
pended all thought of physical plant construc- 
tion. But it permitted the accumulation of funds 
for what was a program of historic dimensions 
in the post-war period. Gov. Goodland's 
"cookie jar" theme of the time may be his most 
lasting contribution. 


Contrivance of the "dummy" building cor- 


poration as a device to evade the constitutional 


prohibition of borrowing continued the boom. 
A few years ago came the amendment of the 
constitution to permit full faith and credit bond 
issues. This provided an even more convenient 
avenue for building expenditure and, some- 
times, a lesser degree of examination than i» 
given to appropriations for operations which 
often must be accompanied by immediate 
taxation. 


Changes in mental hygiene techniques have 


reduced space pressure in state hospitals. 
Liberal probation and parole have reduced 
correction institution populations. The casual- 
ness with which some of the new building was 
authorized is suggested by the idle $14 million 
new structure on the plains of Adams County. 


The administration's hold-down on capital 


expenditures squares with its pressure for 
stabilization of other costs —and the assurance 
to the taxpayer that surplus funds may be 
returned to his own pocket. Some officials have 
thought about reserving some surplus money 
for retirement of state debt — which has 
reached the formidable total of more than half a 
billion dollars of future tax liability. 


That may be difficult. Most of the outstand- 


ing bonds contain penalties for redemption 
before maturity. Yet a kind of sinking fund to 
meet future amortization costs would appear to 
be a prudent alternative.

Football turning 
off its players? 


Could you possibly identify this quo- 


tation: 


"As it is played now, football rein- 


forces the social ethic that aggression 
and competition is a healthy thing — 
that that's the way to become a success. 
That kind of thought has a potential for 
tragedy, and to the degree that it is 
exercised and carried out in football, it 
is tragic." 


Some highbrow critic? A social 


philosopher? A theologian? Some un- 
dersized and myopic intellectual radical 
who hates athletics? Well, no, not 
exactly. The quotation comes from 
George Sauer, the All-Pro receiver for 
the New York Jets football team. 


What has been happening in the last 


few years is that as the American sports 
fan has become more fervent and more 
fiercely partisan, the players them- 
selves have become more cynical, more 
speculative, more repulsed by the mer- 
cenary and murderous aspects of their 
"game." 


The latest in this series is a book 


called "Meat on the Hoof: The Hidden 
World of Texas Football," by Gary 
Shaw, who went through the'mill at 
Texas when they were Number One. In 
a giant ad for the book, in the New York 
Times, the publisher describes it thus: 


"Bigtime college footbali 
is a 


hideously sadistic, hypocritical, des- 
tructive enterprise that maims both 
bodies and minds. Gary Shaw knows.. 
Now he tells all — about the physical 
beating, the mental throttling, and the 
emotional ruin the athletes undergo; 
about the alleged 'education coach'; 
about the recruiting techniques; about 
the 's— drills' whose sole aim is to 
smash players into quitting so their 
scholarships can be reassigned; about 
the whole horrifying world where win- 


ning is everything and the injured or 
defeated are the scum of the gridiron." 


And Publishers Weekly comments: 


"Honesty, guts, penetrating insights. . 
intelligence that opens the window on 
the world of the campus jock and lets in 
a breeze from the cultural revolution 
are the qualities that make (this book) 
more than just another muck-rating 
job. . .Where else is it made so pun- 
gently clear that war and football in 
this country are the reversible me- 
taphors of politicians and coaches?" 


Ironically, just at the time when 


football is becoming a national com- 
pulsion, not to say obsession, for the fat 
men squatting in their TV chairs with a 
six-pack of beer, it is turning off the 
players themselves, who have become 
sophisticated analysts of their own 
moral corruption. When Sports Illus- 
trated makes this a Main Selection of 
their Book Club this winter, you can 
believe the tide is turning fast.

Family plan 
believed dead 


Just what brand of welfare reform 


the Nixon Administration will propose 
in 1973 remains cloudy, but Capitol 
observers increasingly believe that it 
will be considerably different from the 
ill-fated Family Assistance Plan — the 
guaranteed income scheme pushed by 
the White House from 1969 to 1972. 


With every passing day, FAP looks 


worse. Most of the Administration's 
policymakers realize it was a lemon, 
and indeed one of the program's lead- 
ing architects, former HEW official 
Richard P. Nathan, recently wrote an 
article suggesting that FAP had too 
many flaws to be introduced as it stood. 


But the worst indictment of all is a 


new book by former Nixon Counselor 
Daniel P. Moynihan entitled 'The Poli- 
tics of a Guaranteed Annual Income: 
The Nixon Administration and the 
Family Assistance Plan." In the process 
of arguing for FAP, which he played a 
lead role in blueprinting, Movnihan 
casually drops this and that fact or 
quotation that makes the Administra- 
tion's previous welfare policy look like 
a mixed study in incompetence and 
deceit 


Moynihan elaborates 


To begin with, Moynihan's verv title 


"The Politics of a Guaranteed Annual 
Income," mocks the argument — 
repeated time after time by Adminis- 
tration spokesmen —that their scheme 
was not a guaranteed annual income. 
Sure it was, laughs Moynihan, who 
offers this double-barreled commen- 
tary on the perspicacity of the Ad- 
ministration's welfare planners: 


"Most of the President's advisers 


gradually came to see the true nature of 
their proposal, but then only dimly, 
almost subliminally. It might have 
seemed obvious enough: under FAP, 13 
million people were to begin receiving 
payments who had not previously been 
receiving any. This surely was the lar- 
gest feature of the proposal: a guaran- 
teed annual income." 


Moynihan also described how FAP 


was designed to achieve George 
McGovem-type goals right under the 
noses of Nixon planners. Says 
Moynihan: 'To redistribute income is 
to redistribute political power. Family 
Assistance provided for the redistribu- 
tion of income towards blacks, 
Mexicans, Indians, toward poor 
Southern Whites, toward families with 
children." 


As if these objectives weren't 


enough, Moynihan also implies that 
President Nixon was dedicated toward 
this facet of the program and apathetic 
toward the work ethic language used to 
homswoggle conservatives. According 
to Moynihan, the President said on 
August 7, 1969, that: "I don't care a 
damn about the work requirement. 
This is the price of getting the $1,600 
(guaranteed income)." Language like 
that doesn't sound like Richard Nixon 
tome! 


Moynihan Mames Phillips 


Moynihan wrote his book mostly in 


1971, when the program was still alive, 
albeit weakly. But he writes in the vein 
of realizing that FAP had pretty well 
died in 1970, and he blames conserva- 
tives for this. Indeed, he puts me —and 


a number of 1970 columns —high on his 
list of those who helped deliver the 
program to its fate. What I did that he 
laments was simply to describe the real 
FAP: a guaranteed annual income, a 
scheme to redistribute power away 
from (and at the expense of) conserva- 
tive and GOP constituencies toward 
liberal groups. Apparently some people 
paid attention. 


But the overall picture is not very 


encouraging. Moynihan confirms mv 
basic feeling at the time that most o'f 
the people in the White House simply 
had no genuine grasp of what they 
were about And what the President's 
real commitment was we may never 
know. I am reasonably sure that he had 
soured on FAP by the winter of 1971-72 
(beyond the book's purviewX but what 
about 1969 and 1970? 


Late this year, the White House will 


propose a new welfare program. 
Moynihan's book reminds us to take it 
with a massive grain of salt — and 
inspect it closely before giving any 
encouragement.

'Dead' son allve 


HOUSTON, T«L (AP) — When they 


told Mildred A. Ridgeway more than 
four yean ago that her son had been 
killed in fighting in South Vietnam she 
did't believe it. 


"It was faith in God," she said. "I 


always had a feeling my boy would turn 
up." 


He did. 
Mrs. Ridgeway, a nurse's aide, 


received word over the weekend that 
her son, Marine Pfc. Ronald L. 
Ridgeway, now 23, is listed among the 
U.S. servicemen identified by North 
Vietnam as prisoners of war. The North 
Vietnamese said Ridgeway was cap- 
tured Feb. 25, 1968, near an outpost at 
KheSanh. 


Mrs. Ridgeway was told by a Houston 


Marine Corps representative at 1:15 
a.m. Sunday that her son was alive. 


"After he identified himself, I broke 


in," she said in an interview Tuesday. "It 
is about my son, isn't it? He's alive, isn't 
he? I told him just what he was going to 
tell me and all he did was answer yes, 
yes." 


Her son will be coming to Camp 


Pendleton, Calif., and Mrs. Ridgeway 
says she plans to be there to meet him. 


Four years ago the Marines brought 


back nine bodies from South Vietnam- 
nine men they thought were killed in an 
ambush. They were all buried together 
in the Veteran's Administration Cemet- 
ery in St. Louis. 


There is also a headstone in Ronald's 


memory in the VA cemetery here, 
where Mrs. Ridgeway has often gone to 
pray for her son over the years he has 
been declared dead. 


"I never visited the cemetery in 


memory of his death. "I always went in 
memory of him," she said. 


"My sympathy goes to the parents of 


the boy we buried because I shed quite 
a few tears for him." 


Ronald's father, Lewis N. Ridgeway, 


said he too did not believe his son was 
dead, mainly because the youth's dog 
tags were not found among the remains 
discovered. 


Ronald joined the Mamies in June 


1967 after he dropped out of school at 
age 17. He was with Company B, 1st 
Battalion, 26th Marine Regiment at the 
time he was listed as missing in action. 


Maj. Gen. Daniel "Chappie" James, a 


spokesman at the Pentagon, said 
American forces could not get to the 
ambush site where the nine bodies were 
recovered for six months, and by that 
time identification was impossible. 


The men on the patrol were identified 


largely by statements made by others on 
the patrol, he said. 


Nixon forecasts 
strong economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon today predicted a very good year, 
perhaps a great one, for the American 
economy and called on Congress and 
the country to prepare for the end of 
wage and price controls. 


Nixon said this means supporting his 


foremost economic policy, the restraint 
of federal spending, so that big deficits 
do not turn "a healthy expansion into a 
feverish boom followed by a recession." 
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Kissinger to visit Hanoi 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presidential 


assistant Henry A. Kissinger will visit 
Hanoi Feb. 1013 to discuss post-war 
relationships between the United States 
and North Vietriam, the White House 
announced today. 


The brief announcement was made 


simultaneously in Washington and 
Hanoi and came four days after the two 
countries joined in signing an 
agreement to end the long and costly 
Vietnam war. 


The announcement, read to newsmen 


by White House press secretary Ronald 
L. Zieg'.er, said: 


"The 
United States and the 


Democratic Republic of Vietnam have 
agreed that Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
assistant to the President of the United 
States, will visit Hanoi from Feb. 10-13, 
1973, to discuss with the government of 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
the post-war relationship between the 
two countries and other matters of 
mutual concern." 


A Kissinger visit to the North Viet- 


namese capital had been rumored since 
he and Hanoi politburo member Le Due 
Tho initialed eight days ago the Viet- 
nam peace agreement. But officials had 
adopted a no-comment stance, ap- 
parently while working out details for 
the journey. 


A major item on Kissinger's agenda is 


certain to be reparations for war 
damage 
suffered 
by 
North 


Vietnam—aid vaguely promised in the 
peace agreement. 


Kissinger will be the first toplevel U.S. 


official to visit Hanoi during the past 
decade while the United States was 
involved in the war. 


Already in Hanoi are medical 


evacuation teams prepared to receive 
the first American POWs to be released. 
Although there was no official indicat- 
ion that he would do so, it appeared 
possible Kissinger himself would be the 
first American official to greet the 
prisoners upon their release. 


The President's assistant for National 


Security Affairs said at a news 
conference a week ago that he expected 
the first of the prisoners to be released 
within 15 days after signing of the peace 
accord—or before Feb. 11. 


The Hanoi trip adds another feather 


to Kissinger's hat as Nixon's chief 
foreign policy operative. The German- 
born former Harvard professor made a 
secret trip to China in 1971 to arrange 
for the President's subsequent visit 
there. 


Kissinger also conducted 30 months 


of secret negotiations with the North 
Vietnamese before his Paris talks 
became public about a year ago.

In the second of the major presiden- 


tial messages to the new Congress, the 
annual Economic Report, Nixon ham- 
mered on the cost-cutting theme as 
insistently as he did in Monday's budget 
message. 


"We must develop more reliable and 


responsible attitudes and methods for 
dealing with the federal budget," he told 
Congress, "so that it is not perpetually 
on the margin of an inflationary 
explosion. 


"We must prepare for the end of wage 


and price controls, and be willing to 
show the same courage in taking them 
off as was shown in imposing them." 


At stake, said Nixon, "is whether we 


can make 1973 the prelude to a sus- 
tained period of growth and stability in 
a free ecc,ncmy." 


The need to moderate a potentially 


runaway boom was stressed both by 
NLxon and, in an accompanying 300- 
page report, by his three-member 
Council of Economic Advisers. A rise of 
about 9percent in gross national output 
would be appropriate instead of 1972's 
1 Iper-cent rate, said the council headed 
by Dr. Herbert Stein. 


Such an increase, the council said, 


would reduce the unemployment rate to 
about 4.5 per cent by the end of 1973. The 
generally accepted goal for full 
employment is to reduce joblessness to 
4 per cent: the present rate is 5.2 per 
cent. 


The advisers said they were not 


implying that 4.5 per cent was neces- 
sarily the floor to the unemployment 
rate, but went on: 


"It does imply a belief that a more 


rapid expansion of the economy within 


1973 would endanger the further 
reduction of the inflation rate that is 
desirable, and would do so despite the 
continuing price-and wagecontrols 
program." 


Nixon noted that the 1972 increase in 


national output, one of the largest in 25 
years, was achieved despite a decline in 
military spending and without rising 
prices. The cost of living went up 
slightly more than 3 per cent, he said, "a 
far cry from the runaway inflation rate 
of 6per cent that confronted us in 1969." 


He set these immediate goals: "Out- 


put and incomes should expand. Both 
the unemployment rate and the rate of 
inflation should be reduced further, and 
realistic confidence must be created 
that neither need rise again." 


"Only by holding the line on federal 


spending will we be able 10 reduce the 
inflation rate further in 1973," Nixon 
said. 


"Ami-inflationary forces are at work, 


but it will be necessary to keep our 
healthy expansion from becoming an 
overheated boom." 


Despite the success of the Phase 2 


wage-price control machinery, Nixon 
said, "it is not the best system for 1973." 
The need now is to establish a pattern of 
management, labor, and consumer 
behavior consistent with reasonable 
price stability, he said. 


The self-administering system of 


Phase 3 was adopted, he said, because 
the more rigid ceilings bring dangers 
and distortions. "As controls continue." 
he said, "red tape multiplies, inequities 
increase, interferences with production 
and productivity become more severe.

Liddy was legal counsel for the 


Committee for the Re-election of the 
President and later for its financial arm. 
McCord, a 20-year CIA veteran, was 
security chief for the Nixon campaign at 
the time of his arrest.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Mayor Henry 


Maier says the City of Milwaukee plans 
to sue the Nixon administration to 
contest budget reductions in programs 
designed to assist cities. 


"I have no quarrel with the 


President's expressed intentions to 
avoid tax increases and to hold back 
inflation. I do quarrel with his method," 
the mayor told a news conference 
Tuesday. 


Maier, former president of the U.S. 


Conference of Mayors, said he will go 
Sunday to New York to discuss Nixon's 
policies with the conference's Legislat- 
ive Action Committee. 


Maier said Nixon's domestic budget 


reductions are offsetting the benefits 
enacted by Congress last year in its 
program of sharing federal tax revenue 
with municipalities. 


Nixon, he said, has curtailed "every 


program that would make it possible to 
build low and moderate income housing 
in the suburbs." 


For several years, Maier has argued 


inner-city housing shortages could be 
eased if suburbs were encouraged to 
develop multipurpose living accom- 
modations. 


"I am asking our city attorney and the 


Housing Authority to begin preparation 
of a suit against the federal government 
for reneging on its contractual obligat- 
ions," Maier said. 


The suit, he said, would deal

"I am determined to live by this les- 


son. And I urgently appeal to the 
Congress to join me in doing so." 


The President said the need for 


economic reform is particularly urgent 
in the areas of trade, payments and the 
structure of world currencies. Monetary- 
discussions a<~e now in progress and 
negotiations to dismantle trade barriers 
should begin th;s year. Serious deficits 
in payments and trade have resulted 
from mmg imports and a lag in exports 
caused m part by trade barriers over- 
seas.

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Uniform service 
districts unique 
in metro report

The urban service district (USD) is 


probably the most unique of the many 
recommendations being handed this 
week to Gov. Patrick Lucey by his task 
force seeking solutions to problems of 
government in metropolitan areas like 
the Fox Cities. 


The proposed new governmental 


device represents an attempt to meet 
problems 
and 
provide 
services 


Second of a series 


uniformly throughout an urbanized 
area without creating another level of 
government. 


In the Fox Valley, it could mean for 


example that mass transit, sewage 
treatment, solid waste disposal, police 
record-keeping and other services 
could be provided by one agency for all 
residents of the urbanized Dart of the 
Outagamie-Winnebago-CaJumet 
Co- 


unty metropolitan area. 


Residents of the urbanized portion of 


the tiiree counties would pay for and 
receive the services of the special dis- 
trict. Residents living outside the ur- 
banized area would be unaffected. 


But the district would not require a 


separate body of officials to run it. The 
county 
board 
supervisors 
who 


represent portions of the counties 
within the district would be its officers. 


The recommendation is central to the 


total report of the Citizens Study Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Problems. But 
for urban service districts to function, 
the state also would have to amend by 
legislation and constitutional change 
the powers of county boards. 


Related proposals also would change 


the state's relationship to 
both 


municipalities and counties, enlarge 
state financial participation in local 
services and add muscle to regional 
planning commissions. 


As described by the study committee, 


here is how an urban service district for 
the Fox Cities might be formed and 
operate. 


Step 1. A proposal to establish an 


urban service district is submitted to 
each of the three county boards. This 
might be by any member or members of 
the boards, by formal resolution of two 
or more municipalities within the 
proposed district, or by citizen petition. 


The three counties could act to form 


three separate USDs, which could be 
later merged, or all three could act 
simultaneously to form a single USD to 
serve the total metropolitan area. 


Winnebago County might form two 


USDs. One would serve Oshkosh and 
surrounding urbanized portions of 
towns. The other would have Neenab 
Menasha as its center, including also 
the urbanized parts of the towns of 
Neenah and Menasha. 


The Neenah-Menasha USD could be 


merged with an Appleton-centered 
USD that could stretch down the 
Valley through the Fox Villages and 
Kaukauna, and include urban parts of 
neighboring towns. Calumet County 
territory that would logically be 
included would be the part of Apple- 
ton's south side lying in that county, 
and neighboring urbanized town terri- 
tory.

Snowmobile plan held 
up again in Calumet 


CHILTON — The comprehensive 


snowmobile plan which has been under 
consideration for the past several 
months has again been delayed by 
Calumet County supervisors. 


The plan did not meet approval of the 


county planning and zoning board, as 
members felt too many questions as to 
liability, administrative costs, trails and 
easement criteria were still unans- 
wered. 


At a recent meeting of snowmobilers 


and the planning board, some attempts 
were made to answer these questions. 
A resolution was to be presented at 
Tuesday's session; however, without 
the plan the resolution was dropped. 


Roland Tonn, county planner res- 


ponsible for drawing the proposal, said 
that a new plan would be made, keep- 
ing the trails off the rivers by building 
bridges over them. He had a figure for 
the liability insurance. He also in- 
formed board members that he had 
talked personally with Al Nelson of the 
Department of Natural Resources who 
administers the plans through the state 
channels. Nelson told him that he did 
not have to worry about the Feb. ! 
deadline set for applications for fund- 
ing by the state. 


About S2.5 million dollars is available 


for snowmobile comprehensive plans 
which must be over a three-year period. 
However, if Calumet County loses 
priority it will have to wait another 
three years to make application for 
aids.

BRILLJON —Architect Jim Schluet- 


ter advised the board of education 
Monday to meet with city officials as 
soon as possible regarding the pos- 
sibility of securing a variance to the 
municipal code governing building 
placement and parking needs. 


To date the board has been unable to 


purchase the Schultz property adjacent 
to the school that would provide 
adequate room to comply with setback 
regulations and provide additional 
parking area. 


Current plans place the new gym- 


nasium complex approximately six feet 
from the Schultz property line, or two 
feet closer than permitted by the 
municipal code. The reason for the 
proposed placement of the building, 
according to Supt. Gaylord Unbehaun, 
is to allow maximum ease and asses- 
sability in removing the old section of 
the school, which is a part of the long 
range plan. 


Ideally, tearing down the old section 


would have come before the gym cons- 
truction. However, because of a more 
pressing need for new gym facilities 
and for relief of crowding in the home 
economics and cafeteria areas, the dis- 
trict A-oted to reschedule the old section 
as a future phase of the complete plan. 


The board also will seek tolerance 


from the city for a les---than-adequate 
parking facility. The new gym will have 
a seating capacity of 1,400 people and 
therefore require approximately 300 
parking places. Even with the addi- 
tional space gained if the Schultz 
property is purchased, parking would 
be limited to 100 cars. 


The ideal plan would move the foot- 


ball field, opening up an area between 
the new gym and the field that would 
provide adequate parking space 
convenient to both facilities. The 
blacktopped area also would double as 
a much needed playground area. 


The present playground is much 


smaller than in 1954 when enrollment 
was considerably less. Buildings are 
now located on a large portion of what 
was originally available. However, the 
$1 million bond issue for proposed con- 
struction of the gym and finishing the 
basement of the 1968 addition, does not 
include any funds for moving the field. 


Three years ago the estimates were 


approximately $20,000 to move the 
field, $44,000 for parking and $20,000 for 
lights. 


Don VandeYacht, board president, 


strongly advocated taking steps now 
toward relocation of the football field. 


Schluetter advised the board that 


"there is no way you can do all three 
projects with the present funds unless 
you get a pick and shovel and do it on 
Saturdays." 


It was generally agreed that it would 


be wise to put any funds that might be 
left after the present building plans are 
completed toward that ultimate goal. 
As a halfway measure, the field could 
be moved and crushed gravel applied to 
provide a temporary parking area. This 
would eliminate the doing and then 
redoing, which makes reaching the 
ultimate goal more costly in the long 
run. 


No decisions can be made on that 


particular phase of the plan until actual 
costs of construction and equipment on 
the two approved projects can be de- 
termined. 


Schluetter made it clear that if the 


district does not get a variance on the 
parking regulations, it can satisfy- the 
letter of the law by putting a parking 
area on the west end of the property. It 
would not, however, be good planning 
because of the distance between the 
parking area and building entrances. 


Unbehaun also commented Tuesday 


that the project is not dependent upon 
meeting the code for setback regula- 
tions. In the event a variance could not 
be granted, the building could be 
moved over to the necessary eight-foot 
limit. This method would make remov- 
ing the old section a more difficult 
process in a future phase of construc- 
tion. 


Unbehaun acknowledged that the 


alternates to the present plan might not 
be as workable. 


Robert Mathiebe, who is employed 


by the school and also serves on the 
City Council, was asked about the 
prospects of receiving such a variance. 
He cited the necessary procedures and 
commented that in other instances, 
parties involved have thought the or- 
dinances "too strong". 


However, many businesses have had 


to purchase additional land to comply 
with the code for providing sufficient 
space for parking. 


He recommended the plan be sub- 


mitted to City Building Inspector Cliff 
Benschawel for evaluation. 


A temporary road will need to be 


built in the back of the building to allow 
access for construction. The cost is 
expected to $5,000 or $6,000.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Women are 


as segregated by occupation today as 
they were 30 years ago. President 
Nixon's Council of Economic Advisers 
reports. 


The council found that with few ex- 


ceptions, women are still stuck in low- 
paying jobs and encounter discrimina- 
tion when they seek more lucrative 
careers. It's first report on the economic 
status of women was released Tuesday.

the government's role in helping 
women improve their situation is 
needed, the council said. 


The council cited examples of job 


prejudice against women: "some clients 
reject women lawyers, some customers 
reject automobile saleswomen, and 
some workers reject women bosses." 


It said employers often exaggerate 


the nsk of a woman's job instability or 
her potential unacceptabilit> to his 
clientele, and they screen her out of 
advance training and advanced posi- 
tions 


'The low representation of women in 


positions of responsibility is striking," 
the report said. 


The CEA said many income and job 


differences stem from assumptions by 
both men and women that a woman's 
place is in the home and her job comes 
second. 


There is "a pervasive societal 


discrimination which starts in the 
cradle...," it added. 


From high school onward, the career 


orientation of women is vastly different 
from men, the CEA found- 


In 1970. for example, women earned 


only 9.3 per cent of the bachelor's 
degrees in business and only 3.9 per cent 
of the master's degrees in business. The 
percentage of women in specialized 
biological sciences was higher, but they 
got only 8.5 per cent of the medical 
doctorates and 5.6 per cent of the law 
degrees. 


The council said women remain as 


segregated from men by occupation as 
they were 30 years ago. 


It added: 
"The existence of discriminatory 


barriers may discourage women from 
seeking the training or adopting the 
life-style it would take to achieve a 
responsible and highly demanding job." 


The CEA also said: 
—Women's earnings are 60 per cent 


those of men, and the gap increased 
between 1956 and 1969. 


—Incomes of women don't increase 


with age to the extent that men's wages 
increase. 


—Female heads of households have 


even more dramatically lower income 
than their male counterparts—55,116 to 
510,930 for 1971. Only 32 per cent of 
women heading families were able to be 
fulltime, year-round workers.

Protestant militants 
okay Ulster assassins 


BELFAST (AP) —Northern Ireland's 


largest private Protestant army gave 
the green light early today to Protestant 
assassins, and during the night gunmen 
killed two more young Roman 
Catholics. 


The death toll for the week rose to 


five. Four of the victims were Catholics. 


Tom Herron, vice-chairman of the 


50,000 Protestant vigilantes of the Ul- 
ster Defense Association, said the UDA 
command could no longer control the 
extremists and would no longer try to. 


"Recent bombing outrages" by the 


Catholics of the Irish Republican Army 
had provoked the Protestants, Herron 
asserted, and "Protestant extremists 
cannot keep turning the other cheek." 


"We can only hope that the killings do 


not reach the proportion of before," said 
a high-ranking security officer. 


The hooded body of a 14-year-old 


Catholic boy was found during the night 
in a car at a prehistoric stone circle 
south of Belfast known as the Giant's 
Ring. The boy had been shot through 
the head. 


A few hours later police found the 


body of a 17-year-old Catholic near a 
highway on the west side of Belfast. The 
police said the boy was apparently shot 
from a car as he waited for a taxi 


The night's assassinations raised the 


confirmed body count in Northern 
Ireland's religious warfare to 696 since 
the fall of 1969. 


Despite the upsurge of killing this 


week, January's toll was the secord 
lowest for a month in the past year, with 
an average of four dead a week com- 
pared with nine a week for 1972. This 
had been attributed mainly to a UDA 
warning at the beginning of the month 
that it would not tolerate sectarian 
murder by either Protestants or 
Catholics. The UDA said then it would 
do "all in its power" to stop the assas- 
sination squads who frequently ap- 
peared to shoot only because they came 
across someone of the other religion. 


Rioting erupted late Tuesday night in 


the border towns of Strabane and 
Newry after a day of Catholic demons- 
trations marking the first anniversary 
of Londonderry's "Bloody Sunday," 
when British paratroopers killed 13 
Catholics during a demonstration. 


The mobs burned cars, buses and 


trucks and wrecked and looted shops. 
The Newry rioters tore down a wall to 
get stones to hurl at soldiers and police. 
The army eventually dispersed the 
crowds with baton charges and volleys 
of rubber bullets.

if civilian 
POWs talk 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Civilian 


prisoners of war will not be penalized 
with loss of military medical treatment 
if they talk to newsmen after their 
release from captivity. 


This clarification came from the State 


Department here Tuesday after a 
department spokesmen at Clark Air 
Force Base in the Philippines said there 
would be a penalty for talking to news- 
men. 


Irwin Teven, the spokesman in the 


Philippines, said: "If one of the return- 
ing civilians wants to hold a press 
conference, he may do so, but only by 
opting out of the Homecoming 
program. But once he opts out, he may 
not come back." 


Operation Homecoming will provide 


medical and psychological treatment 
for military and civilian prisoners 
released by the North Vietnamese. 


A State Department spokesman 


denied Teven's statement, saying it was 
"based on a misunderstanding or dis- 
tortion." But the spokesman added it 
was felt it would not be in "the men's 
interest" to have press or public contact 
during the first days after their release. 


Newsmen will not be allowed to con- 


tact returning military prisoners 
anywhere in the Pacific area, officials 
say.

Computer breakdown 
snarls phone system 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — A computer 


breakdown in a downtown telephone 
switching system disrupted telephone 
service for some 30,000 Wisconsin 
Telephone Co. customers Tuesday 
morning. 


When the failure occurred in one 


downtown exchange, a resulting 
backlog in calls disrupted all three 
downtown switching systems, a com- 
pany spokesman said. 


The result was a delay in placing 


outgoing calls from the central business 
district, and a busy signal for callers 
trying to reach the area. 
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communications channels broke down 
because of ill-timed U.S. bombing raids. 


The two unsuccessful diplomatic ef- 


forts, code-named "Pennsylvania" and 
"Marigold," are documented in four 
previously unreleased volumes of the 
Vietnam war study. 


Recently introduced as evidence in 


the Pentagon papers trial of Daniel 
Ellsberg and Anthony Russo, the 
volumes were available Monday and 
Tuesday for a partial review by news- 
men. 


"Pennsylvania" involved an attempt 


by Kissinger, then a negotiator for 
Johnson, to offer the North Vietnamese 
a halt of U-S. bombing in exchange for 
an agreement by Hanoi not to use the 
pause for military advantage. This halt 
was to be followed by peace talks. 


Acting as intermediaries were two 


unofficial French negotiators referred 
to only as Marcovich and Aubrac, 
whom Kissinger met with in Paris. 


Aubrac was a personal friend of North 


Vietnamese President Ho Chi Mirth. The 
study reports a visit to Hanoi by the two 
Frenchmen in July 1967, as a prelude to 
further communications. 


They met with Ho and made some 


progress toward future talks. 


Two months later they were to return 


to Hanoi to deliver a message from 
Johnson offering to stop the bombing if 
it would lead promptly to productive 
discussions. 


Unfortunately, the study relates, 


'Yeceipt of the Aug. 21 message coin- 
cided with the escalation of bombing of 
the north with Hanoi as the objective." 


The angered North Vietnamese after 
that refused to issue visas to Marcovich 
and Aubrac and during the next two 
months that channel dried up. 


An earlier effort, operation 


"Marigold," ended in much the same 
way. 


Here the intermediary was Janusz 


Lewandowski, the Polish member of the 
International Control Commission in 
Vietnam. He made several visits to 
Hanoi in 1966 and was successful in 
arranging for a face-toface meeting 
between U.S. and North Vietnamese 
representatives to be held in December 
1966. 


But again, stepped-up U.S. bombing 


caused Hanoi to cancel the meeting. 


The study quotes Australian jour- 


nalist Wilfred Burcheu as saying, 'The 
North Vietnamese accuse the United 
States of talking peace while waging 
war." 


"For example, the North Vietnamese 


had agreed to talks at Warsaw last 
December and even had an official en 
route when the U.S. resumed bombing." 


A factor that led to these inopportune 


bombings, the study notes, was that 
only a few U.S. officials knew details of 
the negotiations, and thus it was dif- 
ficult to call off military plans that had 
been made long beforehand.

Catholic group applauds 
court's abortion ruling 


HOUSTON (A?) —A national Roman 


Catholic organization has voiced 
approval of the recent Supreme Court 
ruling that the question of abortion is a 
matter solely between a woman and her 
physician through the sixth month of 
pregnancy. 


The ruling voided all state laws to the 


contrary. 


The chairman of the National As- 


sociation of Laity's Human Life Com- 
mittee, Janis Ross, said Tuesday the 
organization "applauds the decision of 
the Supreme Court in respecting the 
right of individual privacy in making a 
personal decision on this very sensitive 
matter." 


"As Catholics, we of the NAL believe- 


the action of the court is not inconsis- 
tent with the Catholic church's 
teaching the importance of the exercise 
of individual conscience in matters of 
morality," said Mrs. Ross. 


"We are concerned that the 


(Catholic) hiearchy in the United States 
has not allowed any options for people 
to exercise responsible parenthood. 


"Contraceptives, sterilizations and 


abortions are not morally acceptable to 
them, which leaves people no method of 
limiting their families. 


"The hierarchy simply does not 


represent the total thinking of the 
Catholic Church." 


She added that the high court's 


decision "in no way impedes the rights 
of our church or any other religious 
body from teaching a doctrine which 
might limit or prohibit the exercise of 
abortion proceedings for its members." 


Mrs. Ross said she believes her group 


— which has about 24 affiliates and 
some 4,000 members nationwide — 
would oppose any constitutional am- 
mendment seeking to overturn the 
court decision. 
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
